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PUBLIC HEARING ON LDFA EXPANSIO 
AND IMPROVEMENT TO BE HELD

At the October 10 Huron 
Township Board meeting, 
Bryan Coyer, legal council for 
the Local Finance 
Development Authority 
requested a public hearing. 
The purpose for the hearing is 
to discuss the possible expan- 
sion of the LDFA and 
improvement to LDFA prop- 
erty. 

Coyer told the Board that 
State law requires a public 
hearing if the boundary is to be 
expanded. 

Trustee Marlene Krause 
asked if the Board could 
exclude discussion of expan- 
sion from being heard at the 
meeting and only discuss the 
request for improvement to the 
area. 

Coyer pointed out that by 
doing so the Board would be 
saying that it doesn’t want 
public input on the issue.

Trustee Larry O’Kelley 
motioned to approve the hear- 
ing to discuss both issues. 

However, Treasurer Jarrod 
Barron disputed the motion. 
He said he felt the two 
requests should be heard sepa- 
rately since they are different 
proposals. He argued that the 
recently formed subcommittee 
of the LDFA is trying to devel- 
op out and that it should see 
more results within before 
expanding. He denied being 
disinterested in hearing public 
opinion on the issue. 

O’Kelley disagreed saying 
there couldn’t be a better 
forum to discuss the issue of 
the West Road expansion. He 
said that he supports a third: 
way across the freeway. 
Nevertheless, he only supports 


the expansion of West Road if , 


it’s a small paved road not if it 
would be a five-lane highway. 
O’Kelley also expressed con- 
cern with the length of time 


their own plants, and they 
also received instruction on 
beekeeping, viewed farm 
equipment, learned horse care 
and were instructed on how to 
raise corn and pumpkins. All 
of the instructors were volun- 
teers from the area.

the LDFA has been in exis- 
tence. 

Coyer said that the initial 
LDFA plan was to exist for a 
period of 20 years, beginning 
in 1988. 

O’Kelley said he hadn’t 
been aware of that but seemed 
satisfied with the response. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
said he’d be willing to listen to 
the public on expanding the 
LDFA area. However, that 
doesn’t mean he agrees with 
the expansion, he remarked. 
He said he felt if the LDFA 
could demonstrate its purpose 
for the expansion then it might 
be something the Board would 
consider. 

Coyer said that he and the 
LDFA would be willing to 
attend the meeting and share 
that information with the pub- 
lic and the Board. 

Krause asked if the two 
requests could be separated 
following the public hearing if 


they were heard together. She 
was informed it would be pos- 
sible. 

The Board approved the 
hearing to be held November 
28 at 7 p.m. in the High School 
lecture hall. 

In other news: 

¢ A proposal for a contract 
for Huron police to gnforce 
traffic on private roads was 
approved. Police Chief Robert 
Metzger told the board that 
most subdivisions in Huron 
Township are private roads. 
The contract would be used 
with subdivisions interested in 
having their speed limits, 
stops, etc. enforced. The Chief 
said the only cost to the 
Township would be an engi- 
neering study. Subdivisions 
would be responsible for pur- 
chasing and installing signs. 
The Chief said he would meet 
with the boards of subdivision 
to tell them what the police 
department can and cannot 


enforce. 

¢ An application by 3-B, 
Inc. (Woodside Meadows) for 
a dance and entertainment per- 
mit was tabled. Carey ques- 
tioned why the Board was just 
reviewing it now when the 
original date of application 
had been a year ago. Bowers 
said the Township had no 
record of receiving the request 
previously. Adkins motioned 
to table the request until the 
Board is given more details. 
O’Kelley suggested the Board 
might look favorably upon it if 
the applicant were to come to a 
meeting to discuss the request. 

¢ A motion to accept the bid. 
of King Curb for paving the 
Senior Center driveway and 
parking lot was approved. 
Krause told the board she 
received two bids and moved 
to accept King Curb, which 
had the lower bid. Approval is 
pending a written guarantee on 
the work by King Curb.
